ON FIRMLY CONSOLIDATING 
THE PARTY’S ORGANIZATIONAL 
AND IDEOLOGICAL FOUNDATIONS 


Talk to Officials of the Central Committee 
of the Workers’ Party of Korea 
August 15, 1969 


It is important firmly to consolidate the organizational and 
ideological foundations of our Party as required by the Party and the 
developing revolution. 

This is an issue of principle arising in building the working-class 
party and decides the future of the revolution. How the foundations of 4 

party are laid decides its survival and the success or failure of the 
~ revolution. 

Figuratively speaking, the organizational and ideological foundations 
of a party can be likened to the foundations of a house. A house built on 
weak foundations is prone to collapse. Likewise, a party without firm 
organizational and ideological foundations will break down in times of 
trials. You can find many examples of this in the history of the 
international communist movement. 

Though the Indonesian Communist Party had a membership of three 
millions, it could not resist the reactionary manoeuvres of hostile foroak 
and crumbled in a single day. Of course, there were several reasons [if 
this, but the most important was that the party’s foundations were mol 
firm enough. 

Because the Soviet Union had failed to lay satisfactory 
organizational and ideological foundations for the party, traitors and 
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careerists like Khrushchev usurped the hegemony of the party in an 
underhand way after Stalin passed away and spread modern revisionism 
not only within the Communist Party of the USSR but also in the parties 
of other countries, giving rise to severe trials for the international 
communist movement. Khrushchev, in an attempt to realize his 
revisionist ambitions, viciously described Stalin as a tyrant of the old 
society, accusing him of rough behaviour and the like. This was not just 
an insult to or attack on an individual but an anti-revolutionary plot 
aimed at denying the role of the leader in the revolution and paralyzing 
the proletarian dictatorship, a powerful weapon of a working-class 
partye 

There are many cases of progressive governments being overthrown 
in newly independent states, and this is entirely attributable to the 
authorities’ failure to lay solid political foundations after taking power. 
If a country liberated from imperialist colonial rule is to build a 
prosperous and independent state without being brought under the yoke 
of imperialist neo-colonialism, it should build its own party to serve in 
the vanguard of the working class and the masses, and carry out the 
inti-imperialist democratic revolution in a thoroughgoing way. 
llowever, many of the newly independent countries do not have their 
own, sound parties safeguarding the interests of the masses. Without a 
political base, those who were determined to build socialism through 
revolution were ousted from power, victimized by a conspiracy of the 
United States, or are suffering considerable trials. 

The harsh trials suffered by the parties in some countries in the past 
And the tragic situation in the newly-independent countries show that 
lounding a revolutionary party and laying solid organizational and 
ideological foundations for it is a fundamental matter decisive of the 
liilure of the revolution.

The unity of the Party should be further cemented. Party work can be 
said to be work to rally the people under one ideology and purpose, It Is 
no exaggeration to say that arming officials, Party members and other 
working people with the revolutionary ideology of the leader and 


rallying them behind the Party and the leader under one ideology and 


purpose is everything, as far as Party work is concerned. Unity is the lite 
and blood of a working-class party. For capitalists money is their lil®, 
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but for the working class and masses unity is their life and sole weapon. 
Devoid of unity the party, the vanguard of the working class, can neither 
exist nor lead the revolution. That is why we say that unity precisely 
means the revolution and is the sole weapon and life of the Party. 

The unity we advocate is the perfect unity of the whole Party 
speaking with one voice and breathing the same air. In other words, it is 
such unity as the lowest Party organizations saying “one” when the 
Party Central Committee says “one,” and when it says “two” all Party 
members say “two” in chorus. Just as all the organs of a healthy 
organism, including the arms and legs, act at the command of the brain, 
so all Party organizations and their members should think and act as one 
according to the commands and directives of the Party and the leader; it 
is a requirement of our revolution to achieve such a unity. 

In order to rally Party members and the broad sections of the masses 
behind the Party and the leader we should work well with them. When 
Party officials work with people, it is important for them to read their 
minds and unfold work with them accordingly. In order correctly to read 
iheir minds they should put themselves in their places and try to feel 
iheir joy and sorrow as their own. If they judge the people subjectively 
without giving thought to their situation, they will be guilty of prejudice. 

The flowers in the garden seem to me like Party members following 
our Party. The Party members with red hearts burning for the revolution 
ave incomparably more beautiful than the flowers in the garden. In the 
course of a long and arduous revolutionary struggle the leader has, with 
his warm love and trust, trained a large contingent of Party members 
who faithfully support and follow the Party and the leader.
